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Japanese hijackers 
land in sheikdom 


BEIRUT 
(UPI) 
— Three 
hijackers 
claiming 
to 
be Japanese 
revolutionaries acting “for the Palestinian people” and demanding the 
release by Israel of the sole surviving gunman in the Lod Airport massacre 
hijacked a Japan Airlines jumbo jet over the Netherlands Friday. They 
forced it to fly to the Arab sheikhdom of Dubai. 
The aircraft landed at the tiny Persian Gulf state early Saturday 
following a journey of almost 11 hours. 
Israel’s Minister of Transport Shimon Peres told newsmen at Lod Airport 
near Tel Aviv, “The position of Israel that we don’t give in to blackmail still 
holds.” 
In Tokyo, a spokesman for the Japanese Foreign Ministry said, “The 
government is watching the incident carefully” and that “all government 
leaders including Prime Minister Kakuei Tanaka have been informed of the 
hijacking.” 
A report from Rome said the hijackers claimed they were members of 
the Japanese “Red Army”—the group that staged the Lod massacre—while 
another report said they identified themselves as members of the 
“Japanese Revolutionary Army.” 
Dubai is one of the Trucial States, sheikdoms on the Arabian Peninsula 
covering some 32,000 square miles. 
A Japan Airlines spokesman said the hijackers were holding the plane and 
crew hostage for the release of an imprisoned Japanese leftist who took 
part in the May, 1972, massacre at Lod Airport outside Tel Aviv. 
The spokesman said the big Boeing 747, carrying 123 passengers and 22 
crew members, landed late Friday night at Basra, in southeastern Iraq. 
The Japanese jet —flight 404 from Paris to Tokyo with scheduled stops in 
Amsterdam and Anchorage —was seized over Holland shortly after taking 
off from Amsterdam. 
Italian air force jets scrambled and followed the commandeered plane, 
but eventually let the craft head east toward the Middle East. 
Officials at Rome’s Ciampino military airport said a message radioed 
from the plane while it passed over Italy identified the hijackers as 
“members of Japan’s Red Army acting for the Palestinian people.” 


Joint chiefs chairman 
to report on coverup 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Adm. 
Thomas H. Moorer, chairman of the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff, met Friday 
with the acting chairman of the 
Senate Armed Services Committee 
to start a “candid and complete” 
report on the cover-up of secret U.S. 
bombing raids in Cambodia. 
Spokesman Jerry W. Friedheim 
told reporters at the Pentagon that 
pressure this spring to withhold the 
truth 
about 
the 
raids 
for 
“diplomatic security reasons” had 
come from an unspecified agency 
outside the Defense Department. 
He said it had been “a blunder of 
some magnitude” to send the Senate 
false information on the bombing as 
a result of the pressure, which was 


related to U.S. efforts to achieve a 
cease-fire in Cambodia. 
Bombing reports omitting the 
secret raids in 1969 and 1970 were 
given 
to 
the 
Armed 
Services 
Committee last May and were made 
public 
in 
June. 
The 
Pentagon 
admitted last week for the first time 
that the raids had taken place. 
Neither Moorer nor Sen. Stuart 
Symington, D-Mo., acting chairman 
of the Armed Services Committee, 
would comment on what was said 
during the meeting or what the next 
step of the committee might be. 
Friedheim said he did not think 
the State Department was the 
agency behind the decision to keep 
the raids secret.

Manhattan selling large eggs for 83 
cents on Thursday and 92 on Friday. 
“They just had to slaughter a 
thousand 
chicks 
because 
they 
couldn’t feed them,” said Jack 
Levine, an official at the Daitch 
store. “So there’s going to be a 
scarcity of eggs and I’m sure prices 
will soon cost more than $1 a 
dozen.” 
A report in Friday ’s edition of The 
Wall Street Journal, quoting persons 
in the farm and food industries, 
predicted eggs would soon be $1 a 
dozen, bacon $2 a pound, broiler 
chickens 75 to 80 cents a pound and 
pork chops $2 a pound 
A spot check of supermarkets in 
nine cities showed most food prices 
holding steady, with a few individual 
items going up. A half gallon of milk 
went from 52 cents Thursday to 70 
cents Friday in Dallas while an 
uncut chicken in Boston went from 
63 cents to 69.

Transit 
funds 
okayed 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - House- 
Senate negotiators ended more than 
two months of haggling Friday and 
agreed on a $19-billion, three-year 
federal aid to highway bill which 
would allow trust fund money to be 
spent for urban mass transit. 


The agreement, if sustained as 
expected by both houses and signed 
by President Nixon, would allow 
cities to spend for the first time as 
of July 1, 1975, their share of the 
coveted 
highway trust fund on 
subways and express bus systems 
instead of urban highways. 


A tentative agreement had been 
reached late Thursday on the mass 
transit portion —the major obstacle 
to agreement since the negotiations 
began May 9 —but final approval 
had to await compromises worked 
out Friday on four other areas of 
contention.

chairman of the conferees, said he 
expected Congress to have the bill 
on Nixon’s desk before the Aug. 3 
beginning 
of 
a 
month-long 
congressional recess. 


John 
Kramer,

Highway Action Coalition which had 
been lobbying for freeing the trust 
fund for mass transit, said he was 
disappointed that a relatively small 
percentage 
of

Ehrlichman in favor 
of releasing tapes 


LONDON (UPI) — Former presidential assistant John D. Ehrlichman 
said Friday he would be happy to have recordings of White House 
conversations produced in the investigation of the Watergate affair. 
“ I would think they’ll be the ultimate evidence in this thing, Ehrlichman 
said in an interview “ I would be glad to see them produced. 
“ I may have said some things about some people to the President that 
may have been very frank or unvarnished, but as far as my whole position in 
this controversy is concerned I don’t have a thing to worry about so far as 
these tapes are concerned I'm delighted they’re there." 
Ehrlichman said he was not aware that the tapes existed, or that White 
House conversations were recorded. He said this did “ not particularly 
worry him. 
Ehrlichman was asked whether his forthcoming testimony before Sen. 
Sam Ervin’s Senate investigating committee would “ prove damaging" to 
President Nixon. 
“ Well, it’s hard to say what will or will not be damaging," he said “ I 
can’t see that the truth can hurt anyone. I intend to answer questions fully, 
openly and as truthfully as I can." 


Skylab II mission extended 


after flawless rehearsal 


CAPE KENNEDY (UPI) - The 
Space Agency Friday extended the 
length of the second Skylab crew ’s 
orbital research mission from 56 to 
59 days after a near flawless dress 
rehearsal 
cleared 
the 
way 
for 
launching the spacemen July 28 
Skylab Program Director William 
C. Schneider said in Washington the 
three-day extension was made “for 
operational reasons," to bring the 
splashdown point for astronauts 
Alan L. Bean, Owen K. Garriott and 
Jack R. Lousma closer to San Diego. 
The space agency also announced 
the first trio of Skylab astronauts 
tolerated 28 days in weightlessness 
“extremely well." 
NASA said, however, the second 
crew’s health will be reviewed 
weekly after their first four weeks 
in space, and “approval for the 
continuation of the flight" will be 
made on a week-to-week basis. 
Dr. Charles Berry, NASA director 
of

sciences, 
said 
it 
was 
medically feasible to plan for the 59- 
day space research mission- which

They said that exposure of the

had compromised

now decided to abandon the secret 
recordings. 


Nixon was at Camp David, Md., 
this weekend preparing a letter to 
Sen. 
Sam 
J. 
Ervin, 
DN. 
C., 
chairman of the Senate Watergate 
Committee, refusing to turn over 
tapes of his conversations with 
former White House aides which 
may be relevant to the inquiry into 
the political scandal. 


So far, Press secretary Ronald L. 
Ziegler has told reporters only that

Nixon’s letter was expected to be 
made public Monday morning when 
it is delivered to Ervin.

SANTA BARBARA, Calif. 
(UPI) — Gourgen Yanikian 
was sentenced to life in 
prison 
Friday 
for 
the 
murder of 
two 
Turkish 
diplomats in revenge for a 
massacre 
of 
Armenians 
during his childhood. 
Superior 
Court 
Judge 
John A. Westwick denied a 
motion for a new trial made 
by 
the 
78-year-old 
defendant’s lawyer. 
Yanikian was convicted 
July 2 of shooting to death 
Mehmet 
Baydar, 
49, 
Turkish consulgeneral 
in 
Los 
Angeles, 
and 
his 
assistant, Bahadir Demir, 
30. 
Yanikian testified he was 


involved in the massacre of 
Armenians by Turks more 
than 50 years ago in his 
native country and saw his 
brother’s throat slashed. 
He thought of the murders 
as destroying “ two evils” 
and 
sent 
a 
letter 
to 
newspapers calling for a 
“ war 
on 
Turkish 
diplomats.” 
The prosecution said the 
victims were lured to the 
Santa 
Barbara 
Biltmore 
Hotel by Yanikian’s offer to 
return a painting supposedly 
stolen from a Turkish sultan 
a century ago. 
He shot them to death in a 
hotel room and then called 
police.
